The Negro Vote in Kentucky. spc

The suggestion that the "negro j be 
question" be solved in Kentucky 
by enacting an educational quali- 1 
ficatiou for voters, makes it in- 
teresting to know exactlv how 
such a law would affect the whole 
voting population. An educa- 
tional qualification would, of 
course, have to apply to all voters 
alike. According to the census 
of li)0<), there were 543,990 males 
of voting age in Kentucky. Of 
these 409,209 were white and 
74,728 were negroes. According 
to the decennial rate of increase 
between 1890 and 1900 the total 
number of males of voting age 
now would be ."»G8,47o. Of these 
490,:?_>0 are white and 78,090 are 
negroes. 

There were in 1900 05,517 white 
illiterates of voting age, and 88,. 
990 negro iliteratesof voting age. 
The increase since then is not 
material, the whites now being 
bout 68,000 and the negroes 
about 38,000. Of course, the 



ally, and the following 
3 provide that laws shall 
cted by which persons 
lliterate, blind and iuanv way 
disabled may have their ballots 
marked'' for the purpose of vot- 
ing by secret ballot. Thus it was 
speciallv provided that illiterates 
should vote if they wanted to, 
and even encouraged and assisted 
to vote, and this would seem to 
prohibit the adoption of an edu- 
cational qualification except by 
amendment to the Constitution. 
This could, doubtless, easily be 
carried. 

Whether this will be the pro- 
gramme of the coming General 
Assembly is not clear. But that 
some measure to disfranchise as 
much as possible of the negro 
vote will be adopted, there is no 
doubt. It will not, however, 
solve the "negro question.'' As 
long as a thousand of them can 
vote it will be used by agitators 
and demagogues to further their 
purposes.— Louisville Herald.

A SCENIC ROUTE SIX MILES L0HO 



How the Road is Being Built— One 
Trestle 2,100 Feet Long— Electricity 
Furnishes the Motive Power— Siv- 
enteen Station on the Route. 



any one of the 17 stations distributed 
at Intervals along the route, and ride 
Eix miles, making an entire circuit of 
the grounds. A general view of all the 
big exhibit palaces can be obtained 
from the windows, and one may ride 
to within easy walking distance of any 
important building 

The construction of, the Intramural 
is being pushed rapidly toward com- 
pletion. Five of the 12 miles of track 
to be laid are completed, and need 
only the electrical equipment to be 
ready for operation. Double tracks 
will be laid the entire length of the 

The maximum grade of the Intra- 
mural is 3 per cent and the maximum 
curvature 20 degrees, except tho loop 
curves at the terminals, which have a 
radius of 75 feet. Three hundred men 
are constructing the trestles, grading 
and laying the tracks. The road is 
perfectly graded throughout except for 
a short distance in the western part 
of the grounds. 

Work is being pushed in the Ucstlo 
which will carry the road down Gov- 
ernment $1111, close to the eastern 
fence. This trestle is the best engi- 
neering feat on the line of the road. It 
will be 2,100 feet long and will be built 
on piling of heavy double deck struc- 
tures, 30 feet high. 

A truss bridge, which will carry the 
road over the World's Fair terminal 
surface tracks, is progressing rapidly. 
This bridge has a length of 112 feet, 
consisting of two 56-foot spans. 

The Intramural tracks will be used 
for transporting building material and 
exhibits during the pre-exposltlon 
period. The tracks throughout are 
standard gauge, 4 feet inches, 
which is the gauge of both the Intro- 
mural and steam railway equipment. 
The construction of the entire line

but most of the tars will be rioted. 
They will be handsomely equipped 
with all modern improvements, and 
will be about the size of the street 
cars used in large cities. Each car will 
have four 40 horse power motors con- 
nected up on the "multiple unit con- 
trol system.'' A 500-volt current will 
be used. The road will be operated In 
sections, so that the current may be 
turned off in one section without im- 
pairing the operation on the rest of 
the road. 

An interesting sight Is the novel 
time and labor-saving method em- 
ployed in ballasting the road bed with 
cinders. A large cinder dump car used 
by the street railways of the city has 
been run on to a flat car. on which 
rails have been laid. This is done by 
running a flat car ( lose to an embank- 
ment the exact height or the car. On 
the embankment a spur of the street 
railway tracks is laid with a trolley 
wire extending a car s length beyond 
it. The spur and the rails on the flat 
car make perfect connection, enabling 
the electrh car to be installed with 
ease and safety. To the flat car has 
been coupled a locomotive. As the car 
is drawn slowly over the system the 
cinders are distributed along the 
tracks where they are afterwards lev- 
eled. It Is estimated that $10 is saved 
on each carload of cinders dumped, or 
about $2,500 in all. It takes about 15 
minutes to distribute a carload by this 
method, where by the old way it tw\ 
four hours. It was impossible to run 
tue electric car oyer the Intramural 
tracks on account of the difference in 
the gauge.

BILL TO GET TAYLOR. 



Ollie James, of Kentucky. 
Introduces Measure in Congress. 

Washington, I). ('., Nov. P_>.— 
Representative James, of Ken- 
tucky, introduced a most im- 
portant bill today that isa di- 
rect result of the refusal of Gov. 
Durbin, of Indiana, to recognize 
Gov. Beckham's requisition for 
Gov. Taylor, of Kentucky. The 
bill provides that when one Gov- 
ernor refuses to recognize the 
requisition of another Governor 
the latter shall have the right to 
file the requisition and indict- 
ment of affidavit chargiug an al- 
leged crime with a United States 
circuit judge, who shall thereup- 
on issue a warrant for the arrest 
of the fugitive. 

The ouly question before the 
United States circuit .judge shall 
be that of identity. Upon arrest 
under such proceedings the fug- 
itive shall be remanded to the 
State demanding it. Provision 
is made for an appeal to the Sup- 
reme Court. 

The .James requisition bill is 
not at all likely to be passed by 
this Congress. The Republicans 
won't support it and many Dem- 
ocrats will hold that it violates 
the doctrine of State's rights.

It is said that the Mineral & 
Mining Land Company will soon 
be ready to begin operations near 
Nebo.

Turner had drilled a hole into 

Mm eoal and was preparing to set 
it off. He had made his cart- 
ridge and was pouring powder 
into it from B full can, when it is 
supposed that a spark from his 
mining lamp ignited the powder 
and an explosion followed. His 
clothing was literally burned 
from his body and his llesli burn- 
ed to a crisp. He su tiered great 
agony until death relieved him. 
Turner was about tifty years of 
age. 

A court decision at Sunbury, 
l'a., declares that m t lie eyes of 
the law the decision of the an 
thracite strike commission is not 
binding on either the miners or 
the operators. That it is only 
morally binding. This is the 
lirst time a court has been asked 
to pass upon the question. 

Following the riotous conduct 
of the union miners at Coal Creek, 
Tenn., two weeks ago, warrents 
have been secured for the arrest 
of Vice President Elliott, of the 
Miners' Union, charging unlaw- 
fully forcing men out of the 
State. In the way of retaliation 
union men have secured warrants 
for several working miners on 
charge of carrying concealed 
weapons. 

The Bell Coal and Mining Co., 
of Sturgis, Ky., -made its first 
shipment of coal this week. This 
mine gives the promise of being 
one of ttoe largest and best pay. 
ing mines in the State. 

Dr. G. W. Lovan, of Hopkins- 
ville, has accepted a proposition 
from the Nortonville Coal Co., 
to act as pliysican at their mines 
and has moved to Nortonville. 

The miners of gold and lead 
see a car famine in sight and are 
forced to restrict mining on that 
account in the West. 

The Henderson Mining and 
Manufacturing Co m pan y has 
leased its coal shaft near Hen- 
derson, Ky., to J. L. Nicholson 
• for five years. 

Differences between the work- 
ers and employers in the shale 
mining industry of Scotland have 
resulted in a suspension of 8,500 
men. The dispute originated 
from a demand of the miners for 
an advance of one shilling a day. 

Connellsville, Pa., Nov. 14.— 
The lowest week's record on coke 
production since 1893 was made 
last week, when the output 
dropped to 110,000 tons, a de- 
crease of nearly 80,000 tons, and 
scarcely 45 per cent of the ca- 
pacity of the region. 

The remarkable item that ap- 
peared in this column last week 
about a proposed* new mine at 
Henderson, to have a daily out- 
put of 100,000 tons, was clipped 
by one of the boys from a Hen- 
derson dispatch to a Louisville 
daily. The Bek proof reader 
failed to see the item until it 
came out on the finished sheet, 
else the absurd statement would 
not have apparently received The 
Bbk's endorsement.

Went From Georgia to Liberia to 
Starve and Die. 

MOVEMENT ON FOOT 

TO BRING THEM BACK. 

Valdosta, Ga., Nov. 13.— There is a 
movement on foot here to bring back 
from Liberia the Irwin county ne- 
groes who last February emigrated 
to that country.

The report of Minister Lyons to 
Secretary Hay is as follows: 

"Diplomatic Series No. 11, Lega- 
tion of the United States, Mourovia, 
Liberia, Sept. 23, 1903. -The Hon. 
John Hay, Secretary of State, Wash- 
ington—Sir: I have the honor to in- 
form you that in the month of Feb- 
ruary in the present year n party of 
56 colored persons, consisting of 
males and females and children, left 
Irwin county, Ga., M emigrants for 
Monrovia, Liberia, under the leader- 
ship of one B. J. Scott. 

"Upon their arrival the Liberia 
Government did its best to assist 
them in overcoming the rigor of the 
climate ami in supplying them with 
some food until the land which had 
been given them could produce 
something lor their sustenance. 

"Since then, however, twenty of 
the number have died at Cheese- 
by the Government. For the lack 
of homes they were all put in a 
house of two rooms, where they 
died, oue after the other, with fever, 
from want of food and medicine. 

Thirty-six of this number still re- 
main in a sickly and destitute con- 
dition. Sixteen are still at Cheese- 
manburg. Twenty-two have return- 
ed to Monrovia. These are ragged, 
starving and homeless. Five of these 
Will return to the United States by 
the iirst Knglish steamor to Liver- 
pool, on or about the 1st of October, 
1903, their transportation haying 
been arranged by friends in the 
United States.

•we could not give much charity 
persons for any length of time, for 
food is scarce and the prices are 
enormous. 

"Owing, Your Excellency, to the 
agitation now going on in tho Unit- 
ed States on the subject of negro em- 
igration to Liberia by irresponsible 
persons, whose literature has wide 
circulation among the innocent and 
poorer class of negroes, the question 
becomes one of gravity for tl 
qlderation of both governmei

ONLY MAN ESCAPED IS CRAZY. 

Terrible CasualtieJ in Wreck at Ker.twood. 
La.— Thirty Dead. 

New Orleans. Nov. 15.— Fifteen 
negroes it. jured in the Illinois Cen- 
tral. Railroad wreck at Kentwood 
were brought to Charity Hospital to- 
day and three of them died soon af- 
ter arriving here. This makes a 
I total of twenty-eight negro men 
dead, one negro woman killed and 
Andrew C. Riser, foreman of car- 
penters, the only white fatally in- 
jured, a total of thirty deaths.

How a Shark Convicted a Pirate Crew. 

In the museum at Kingston, Ja- 
maica, there are some tattered ship's 
papers, brown with age and salt 
water, and a small tin canister. 
These articles attest the truth of the 
strangest pirate story ever told. 

In 1799 the crew of the "Nancy" 
brig were apparently honest traders, 
but did some piracy now and then 
on the side. Oue day they found it 
necessary to go into Kingston for 
supplies. Before doing so they 
naturally removed all traces of their 
buccaneering trade. Among other 
things they threw overboard this tin 
canister, stuffed with papers taken 
from ships they had sunk, with 
comments written on the margin by 
tho pirate captain. 

Later in the day a British frigate 
was becalmed near the spot, and the 
sailors spent their leisure catching 
sharks. Presently they hauled up a 
big fellow, cut him open, and found 
the tin case with the papers Inside.
